State Ticket. 


DES MOINES, la., Aug. IS.—The peo- 


ple's party state convention was held 
yesterday aftornoon and placed a full 
state and electoral ticket in the field. 
About 300 delegates, 
representing 


pretty much tho entire state, were 
present. Tho delegates united in claim- 
ing large gains in thoir respective lo- 
calities, and some of the more enthuai- 
astlc claimed that they would carry 
the state. Last year tho third party 
vote In Iowa was 1,308 out of a total of 
420,332. 
The convention was over- 


whelmingly against taking any steps 
in the direction of fusion, and while 
there was some talk of that nature In 
tho morning and Wednesday night, 
nothing was hcord of it after assem- 
bling.

Lying Tnermoinoters. 


The majority of thermometers which 


are on salo in this city nnd other cities 
are as unreliable for delicate tests as 
coukl be imagined. A reporter viewed 
a string yesterday that were offered for 
sale, and not two of the lot registered tbe 
same degree of temperature. Of course 
these are nil of the cheaper grades aud 
aro not intended for precise tests. Very 
frequently when an extremely hot or cold 
day comes along varying accounts of the 
temperature are heard. The variations 
are sometimes as great as ten degrees 
anil are on acconnt of their manner of 
construction. The putting np of a ther- 
mometer for delicate tests is a very pre- 
cise operation, coating all the way from 
85 to SI,"'. When a person thinks that 
he can get nn instrument that will regis- 
ter tbe exact temperature for In cents or 
r>0 cents nnd buys one bo is sure to be 
disappointed in tbe bargain, although it 
may register an approximate tempera- 
ture and the mercury or other fluid that 
is used may go np and down in the tube,
